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I.   INTRODUCTION 

Nationwide  there  is  increased  concern  with  the  problems  of  youth. 
Arrests  of  young  people  are  soaring,  and  there  are  indications  that 
violence,  both  in  schools  and  the  communities  at  large,  is  on  the  in- 
crease. Locally,  this  national  trend  is  reflected  in  the  continued 
rise  in  juvenile  crime  in  Helena.  The  city  presently  has  one  of  the 
highest  rates  of  vandalism  and  property  crimes  in  the  state. 

What  is  currently  missing  in  the  attempts  of  both  individuals 
and  agencies  to  deal  with  youth  problems  is  a  fundamental  knowledge 
about  the  needs  and  problems. 

The  vast  majority  of  youth  manage  to  avoid  serious  trouble  and 
consequent  identification  as  delinquents,  behavioral  problems,  or 
one  of  the  many  other  labels  society  has  for  kids  who  get  into  trouble. 
Yet,  the  available  information  on  which  we  make  judgments  about  youth 
problems  is  almost  exclusively  derived  from  statistics  about  youth 
in  trouble,  those  who  have  come  into  contact  with  the  juvenile  justice 
system,  or  who  have  had  trouble  in  our  schools. 

To  understand  why  some  youth  get  into  trouble  and  others  do  not, 
we  need  the  answer  to  the  question  "Why,  and  under  what  conditions, 
do  young  people  lead  essentially  law-abiding  lives?"  To  answer  this  ques- 
tion, we  must  deal  not  just  with  youth  who  have  been  noticed  because  they 
do  not  conform  to  the  standards  of  society,  but  with  all  youth.  Only 
then  can  we  begin  to  understand  why  and  under  what  conditions  do  young 
people  get  into  trouble. 

Towards  this  end,  we  can  view  adolescent  youth  as  consumers  of 
the  services  which  society  provides:  education,  recreation,  employ- 
ment, job  training,  counseling,  etc.  As  consumers,  and  participants, 
young  people  have  opinions,  perceptions,  and  feelings  about  those 


services.  Their  input  is  a  critical  element  in  the  development  of  the 
fundamental  baseline  set  of  knowledge  which  we  must  have  if  we  are  to 
provide  services  which  meet  the  needs  of  people  growing  up  in  American 
society. 

In  an  effort  to  develop  the  baseline  knowledge  necessary  to  begin 
to  plan  effectively  for  young  people,  the  Child  and  Youth  Development 
Bureau,  and  the  Montana  Board  of  Crime  Control,  with  the  support  of 
schools  and  local  volunteer  groups  throughout  the  state,  conducted  a 
series  of  surveys  to  determine  what  young  people  between  the  ages  of 
11  and  17  perceive  to  be  their  problems,  difficulties  and  needs. 

This  report  details  the  findings  of  the  Youth  Needs  Survey  ad- 
ministered in  Helena  in  1977  to  School  District  «*!  students  in  grades 
7  through  12.  There  are  three  sections  in  the  main  body  of  the  re- 
port. Section  II  contains  a  description  and  history  of  the  survey 
instrument  used.  Section  III  reports  on  the  findings,  and  Section  IV, 
the  Summary,  explores  the  implications  of  findings  for  planning  pur- 
poses.  In  addition,  there  are  appendices  which  contain  more  detailed 
information,  including  the  sampling  procedures,  a  copy  of  the  instrument, 
and  a  complete  set  of  tables  of  the  findings. 

II.   THE  HISTORY  AND  DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  SURVEY  INSTRUMENT 

The  Youth  Needs  Schedule  was  developed  for  the  Office  of  Youth 
Development,  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  and  has  been 
administered  in  over  thirty  communities,  both  urban  and  rural,  nation- 
wide J 


1.  The  instrument  used  in  this  survey  was  developed  under  contract  to  DHEW 
by  Behavioral  Research  and  Evaluation  Corporation  of  Boulder,  Colorado. 
In  the  preparation  of  this  report,  we  have  drawn  from  the  reports  sub- 
mitted to  DHEW  by  BREC,  both  for  format  and  substantive  interpretation 
of  our  findings.   (Community  Planning  and  Feedback  Research,  FY  76  (12 
volumes),  BREC,  1975)  These  excellent  reports  are  available  from  Be- 
havioral Research  and  Evaluation  Corporation,  2305  Canyon  Blvd.,  Boulder, 
Colorado  80302 
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The  portion  of  the  schedule  used  in  the  Montana  surveys  is  a 
self-administered  checklist  of  approximately  sixty  problems  and  needs 
which  a  young  person  could  have.  The  potential  problems  and  needs  are 
broken  down  into  seven  areas:   1)  Jobs/Employment,  2)  Drugs,  3)  Medical, 
4)  School,  5)  Police  and  Courts,  6)  Family/Neighborhood,  and  7)  Recrea- 
tion.  (The  complete  survey  can  be  found  in  Appendix  A,  page  23) 

III.   SURVEY  FINDINGS 

A.  Demographics 

The  Youth  Needs  Checklist  was  administered  to  a  probability 
sample^  of  994  youth  attending  grades  7-12  attending  the  public  school 
system  of  District  #1  in  Helena,  Montana.  Because  probability  sampling 
methods  were  used  in  selecting  the  students  included  in  the  survey, 
the  results  are  representative  of  all  youth  in  grades  7-12  attending 
public  schools  at  the  time  the  survey  was  conducted  (See  Appendix  C, 
Page  36).  Table  1  describes  the  youth  who  responded  to  the  self- 
administered  questionnaire  in  terms  of  their  age,  sex,  ethnicity, 
and  school  grade  (other  demographic  data  can  be  found  in  Appendix  B, 
page  33), 

Table  1  also  contains  comparative  information  on  youth  12-19 
taken  from  the  1970  census  data  and  1977  school  enrollment  figures. 
While  there  are  discrepancies  between  the  percentages  obtained  from 
the  sample  and  those  calculated  from  the  census/enrollment  data, 
these  differences  are  not  large.  They  can  be  explained  by  differences 
in  the  data  collection  methods,  and  the  fact  that  the  census  data  is 
seven  years  old  (See  footnotes  at  the  bottom  of  Table  1). 


2.  For  details  of  the  sampling  procedure  and  precision  of  sample  estimates

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The  most  recent  figures  on  enrollment  obtained  from  the  schools 
are  almost  Identical  to  the  percentages  obtained  from  the  sample.  This 
gives  us  assurance  that  the  sample  is  representative. 

B.  Descriptions  and  Interpretation  of  the  Questionnaires 

The  core  of  the  questionnaire  is  the  Checklist  of  Youth  Needs 
given  in  Table  2.  For  each  item  on  the  list,  three  responses  were  ob- 
tained. First  was  an  indication  (yes  or  no)  as  to  whether  or  not  the 
respondent  had  ever  had  that  problem.  For  each  problem  or  need  which 
had  occurred,  a  youth  was  asked  to  indicate  the  frequency  and  the 
seriousness,  each  on  a  three  point  scale,  with  which  it  occurred.  Table 
2  summarizes  all  three  dimensions  of  each  need/problem. 

The  first  column  of  Table  2  gives  the  percent  of  the  sample  who 
indicated  that  the  problem  had  ever  occurred,  and  the  number  of  students 
responding  affirmatively  to  that  need/problem.  For  example,  35.4% 
(337)  claim  that  the  first  item  listed  "The  only  jobs  available  have 
no  future"  has  been  a  problem.  With  regard  to  the  frequency  of  the 
problem  (if  YES,  how  often),  33.9"?  said  that  the  problem  had  occurred 
once  or  twice,  while  29.6?  said  it  was  a  problem  sometimes,  and  36.5% 
had  encountered  the  problem  very  often.  The  last  section  of  the 
table  reflects  how  serious  the  respondents  considered  the  problem  to 
be;  48. 7^^  said  it  was  not  very  serious,  36. 0"?-  said  it  was  somewhat 
serious,  and  15.3%  said  it  was  very  serious.  For  the  frequency  and 
seriousness  portions  of  the  table,  the  percentages  are  based  on  the 
number  of  respondents  answering  YES  (in  this  case  337). 

Looking  down  Table  2,  the  reader  will  notice  that  the  items  have 
been  arranged  by  descending  order  of  percentage  YES  answers  within 
each  of  the  seven  (Jobs/Employment,  Drugs,  etc.)  areas  explored  by 
the  questionnaire.   It  is  easy,  using  the  YES  column,  to  select  which 
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problems  in  each  area  appear  to  affect  the  most  youth.  To  fully 
understand  the  situation,  however,  all  three  dimensions  must  be 
used.  While  a  particular  problem  may  occur  for  many  youth,  it  may 
not  occur  very  often,  or  be  perceived  to  be  a  serious  one  (see  Item 
14).  Conversely,  even  though  a  particular  problem  may  not  affect 
a  large  number  of  youth,  it  can  be  a  frequent  and  serious  problem 
for  those  affected  (see  Item  24,  medical  care  costing  too  much). 

From  Table  2,  it  appears  that  the  most  serious  problem  which  all 
youth  had  was  Item  57,  recreation  costing  too  much.   It  was  a  problem 
for  61.8%  and  49.2%  of  those  respondents  felt  that  the  problem 
occurred  frequently,  74.0%  considered  it  to  be  a  serious  to  very 
serious  problem.  The  next  most  serious  problem  deals  with  not  having 
any  say  in  how  schools  are  run.  Item  32,  with  54.8%  responding.  Of 
those  with  this  problem,  45.7'*  said  it  occurred  frequently  and  80% 
considered  it  to  be  a  serious  to  very  serious  problem. 

C.  Selection  of  Priority  Items  and  Further  Analysis 

While  Table  2  gives  us  some  indication  of  the  needs  and  problems 
which  youth  in  Helena  have,  the  information  is  incomplete.  To  really 
isolate  the  problem  so  that  we  can  understand  it,  we  need  to  know  the 
answer  to  a  number  of  other  questions.   Is  it  more  of  a  problem  for 
males  than  for  females,  for  older  rather  than  younger  youth,  for 
young  people  in  particular  schools  or  neighborhoods? 

To  examine  these  problems  in  more  detail,  priority  items  were 
selected.  The  most  frequently  reported  item  in  each  of  the  seven  areas 
were  examined.  Additionally,  items  of  particular  interest,  both  because 
of  severity  and  programmatic  implications,  were  selected.  Finally, 
other  items,  regardless  of  content  area,  where  significant  per- 
centages of  youth  were  involved  were  added  to  the  list.   In  all  17 
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problems/needs  were  chosen  for  additional  analysis. 

Table  3  shows  the  percent  of  youth  indicating  each  of  the 
selected  needs  and  problems  broken  down  by  age,  sex,  grade,  and 
school : 

JOBS:  Four  job  related  issues  were  selected  and  primary  problem 
areas  are:  that  the  available  jobs  have  no  future  (35.40;  that,  due 
to  age,  they  are  unable  to  get  a  job  (35.2*);  that  they  have  no 
specific  job  training  (28.0%);  and  that  they  are  unable  to  get  summer 
work  (27.9%). 

The  concerns  with  lack  of  training  and  deadend  jobs  shows  an  in- 
crease with  ages  18  (39.6%)  and  19  (33.7%)  expressing  the  highest 
concerns. 

The  problem  of  being  unable  to  get  a  job  because  of  age  appears 
to  be  greater  in  the  13,  14,  and  15  age  group.  This  problem  appears 
to  be  a  slightly  higher  concern  for  females  (39.4?)  than  males  (31.6%). 

The  inability  to  get  a  job  for  the  summer  increases  with  age, 
peaking  at  age  14  (37.8%)  and  gradually  declining  thereafter.  Sumner 
jobs  are  of  more  concern  for  females  (30.7^)  than  for  males  (25. 5^). 

DRUGS  AND  ALCOHOL:  With  regard  to  pressure  to  use  drugs  and  alcohol, 
the  youth  feel  that  pressure  to  use  alcohol  is  greater.  This  seems 
to  progress  with  an  increase  in  age  with  over  twice  as  many  18  year 
olds  (24.0%)  expressing  the  problem  as  did  12  year  olds  (9.40-  There 
is  no  significant  difference  between  the  percentage  of  males  and  fe- 
males expressing  the  problem. 

MEDICAL:  Medical  problems  appeared  to  be  of  minimal  concern  to  the 
youth  in  the  survey.  However,  for  those  youth  (10.6%)  who  considered 
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high  medical  care  costs  as  a  problem,  39.0%  said  this  problem  occurred 
often  (39.0%)  and  was  somewhat  or  very  serious  (79.8%  -  see  Table  1). 
18-19  year  olds  indicated  the  greatest  concern  with  this  problem 
(17.6%). 

SCHOOLS:  Many  of  the  problems  expressed  by  the  respondents  were  school 
related.  The  second  highest  response  in  this  survey  was  in  response 
to  lack  of  say  in  how  schools  were  run  (54.8%).  This  problem  occurred 
frequently  (45.7%)  and  was  considered  serious  to  very  serious  (80. Ot) 
by  those  youth  responding  to  the  question. 

In  addition,  there  appears  to  be  an  increase  concern  with 
age  as  noted  between  12  year  olds  (42.3%)  and  18-19  year  olds  (63.0%). 

Lack  of  different  kinds  of  courses  in  school  was  a  problem 
for  (40.0%)  of  the  youth  surveyed.  They  responded  that  the  problem 
did  not  happen  often  (26.9%)  but  that  it  was  serious  to  very  serious 
(63.2%).  This  problem  appears  to  increase  with  age,  peaking  at  age  16 
(50.9%).  Female  respondents  (44.7%)  were  more  affected  than  were  males 
(35.8%). 

38.7%  of  the  youth  expressed  problems  with  the  apparent  lack 
of  interest  or  understanding  by  teachers,  counselors  or  principals,  for 
kids.  This  problem  occurred  fairly  frequently  (35.4%)  and  was  considered 
to  be  serious  to  very  serious  (74.9%).  Youth  of  all  ages  were  concerned 
with  this  issue  and  the  percent  of  students  expressing  this  problem 
steadily  increased  to  the  age  of  17  (45.9%).  Again,  females  (43.0%) 
indicated  a  higher  concern  than  males  (34.9%). 

The  lack  of  alternative  school  programs  was  a  problem  for 
33.7%  of  the  youth.   It  was  considered  to  happen  (24.3%)  of  the  time, 
but  to  be  a  serious  to  very  serious  occurrence  (61.8%).  All  ages  con- 
sidered this  to  be  a  problem  and  this  concern  increased  with  age. 
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POLICE  AND  COURTS:   In  the  needs  area  of  police  and  courts,  the 
youth  surveyed  were  most  concerned  about  police  treating  things  more 
serious  than  they  should  (30.7^).  28.3%  indicated  that  it  occurred 
often  and  72.6%  felt  that  this  was  a  serious  to  very  serious  problem. 
All  ages  appeared  to  share  this  concern,  but  youth  age  15  (33.0%)  and 
age  16  (39.4%)  indicated  a  higher  level  of  concern.  Males  (35.0%) 
showed  a  slightly  higher  percentage  than  females  (25.9%). 

The  next  most  frequent  problem  was  friends  getting  arrested  (29.0%). 
The  respondents  ranked  this  as  happening  often  (16.0?.)  which  is  low, 
but  indicated  that  it  was  serious  to  very  serious  (60.4%).  The  age 
group,  14-18,  had  the  highest  percentage  of  concern.  There  were  no 
real  differences  between  males  and  females. 

FAMILY  AND  NEIGHBORHOOD:  The  highest  concern  in  this  area  was  having 
things  destroyed  or  stolen  from  neighborhoods  (48,0%).  Youth  felt 
that  the  frequency  of  this  problem  was  limited  (16.0%)  but  that  it 
was  serious  to  very  serious  (70.5%)  for  those  encountering  this  problem. 
All  ages  had  this  concern  and  there  was  no  significant  difference  between 
males  and  females. 

A  problem  with  parents  not  understanding  youth  was  expressed  by 
21.0%  of  the  sample.  Fully  a  third  of  these  youth  indicated  that  the 
problem  occurred  very  often  (38.3%)  and  that  it  was  a  serious  to  wery 
serious  problem  (76.1%).  Youth  in  all  age  groups  were  about  equally 
affected,  and  a  considerable  difference  is  noted  between  females  (44. 2t) 
and  males  (30.9^). 

The  lack  of  an  adult  to  talk  over  problems  was  a  concern  for 
21.0%  of  the  youth  surveyed.  For  those  youth,  it  occurred  often  (29.21) 
and  was  considered  serious  to  very  serious  (67.8%).  Again,  all  age 
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groups  were  about  equally  affected,  but  females  (28. 3X)  responded 
substantially  higher  than  males  (14.5%). 

RECREATION:  This  category  contains  the  highest  problem  response  in 
the  survey.  61. ST  of  the  youth  felt  that  the  cost  of  recreation  and 
entertainment  was  too  high.  Of  these  youth,  49.2%  indicated  that  it 
occurred  frequently  and  was  serious  to  very  serious  (74.0%).  All  age 
groups  had  a  high  level  of  concern  with  this  issue.  Seventeen  and 
eighteen  year  olds  (68.1^  and  69.6%)  were  the  most  affected. 

Closed  facilities  and  lack  of  variety  in  recreation  were  a  problem 
for  44.8%  of  the  youth  surveyed.  This  difficulty  occurred  often  (43.2%) 
and  was  rated  as  serious  to  very  serious  by  71.7%.  Again,  all  age 
groups  were  highly  affected  with  the  highest  percentage  being  age  16 
(49.7%)  and  age  17  (50.0%).  Females  (49.8%)  appeared  more  troubled 
by  this  problem  than  males  (40.6%). 
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SUMMARY  AND  CONCLUSIONS 

Substantively,  the  Helena  youth  surveyed  seem  to  be  saying  three  things: 
first,  they  perceive  a  problem  in  communicating  their  needs  to  adults  (no  say  in 
how  school  is  run,  teachers,  counselors,  principals,  and  parents  not  under- 
standing youth  problems).  Secondly,  they  expressed  concern  over  the  lack  of 
ability  to  control  important  aspects  of  their  lives  (cost  of  and  availability  of 
recreation,  lack  of  educational  alternatives,  inability  to  find  meaningful  and 
remunerative  employment).  In  addition,  the  youth  surveyed  seemed  to  be  greatly 
concerned  with  the  destruction  of  neighborhood  and  school  property. 

Youth  of  all  ages  regarded  the  expense  of  recreation  to  be  a  major  concern. 
Additionally,  they  were  concerned  with  having  existing  facilities  open  at  times 
when  they  wanted  to  use  them  and  the  general  lack  of  facilities.  To  deal  with 
this  problem,  the  county,  city,  school,  and  community  could  explore  the  possi- 
bilities of  (1)  special  youth  discounts  at  special  times  for  activities  in  the 
private  sector,  (2)  rearranging  schedules  for  pojblic  facilities,  (3)  keeping 
facilities  open  longer,  (4)  developing  neighborhood  centers,  and  (5)  expansion 
of  recreational  facilities. 

The  second  highest  area  of  concern  for  youth  involved  in  this  survey  is 
the  lack  of  input  into  how  schools  are  run.  The  additional  problems  of  lack 
of  educational  alternatives,  class  variety  and  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of 
the  adults  within  the  school  setting  were  also  problems.  A  variety  of  solutions 
to  these  needs  could  be  developed  by  youth,  school  officials,  and  interested 
adults.  These  could  include  expansion  of  courses  using  conmunlty  people  and 
having  the  courses  offered  in  the  evenings  or  throughout  the  sumner  (as  are  the 
Adult  Education  classes  offered  now),  or  perhaps,  to  combine  these  courses 
to  allow  youth  to  participate  in  them.  This  would  involve  youth  in  the  develop- 
ment of  school  curriculum  and  might  lead  to  the  expansion  of  work/study  programs 
in  school  training. 
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Presently,  the  School  Board  and  school  officials  are  involved  in  addressing 
many  of  these  needs.  Perhaps  youth  who  would  like  to  be  involved  do  not  know  or 
understand  how  to  be  a  part  of  this  planning  process.  Better  communication  and 
visibility  of  existing  opportunities  might  go  a  long  way  toward  resolving  this 
issue. 

The  concern  of  the  youth  about  having  things  stolen  or  destroyed  should  be 
noticed,  as  often,  youth  are  not  given  the  credit  for  having  concern  for  com- 
munity issues.  Yet,  the  survey  results  clearly  indicate  that  the  youth  are  con- 
cerned and  affected  by  such  problems.  This  information  suggests  that  the  com- 
munity should  take  a  look  at  various  ways  of  including  youth  in  the  planning  and 
implementation  for  community  problems. 

Meaningful  employment  and  training  is  another  expressed  need  and  one  that 
can  only  be  addressed  by  the  whole  community.  Nationally,  there  is  concern  with 
the  youth  employment  problem,  and  perhaps,  more  monies  will  become  available  to 
assist  states  and  communities.  Youth,  in  conjunction  with  professionals  from 
employment  and  youth  serving  agencies,  could  review  existing  federal,  state,  and 
local  funding  and  placement  resources  for  youth.  Perhaps  a  community  plan  could 
be  developed  and  implemented  specifically  to  address  this  need  on  an  ongoing 
basis. 

In  all  of  these  efforts,  youth  representatives  should  be  included.  One  of 
the  needs  that  is  clearly  stated  in  this  survey  is  that,  regardless  of  the  sub- 
stantive area,  a  large  percentage  of  youth  perceive  that  they  have  a  problem 
communicating  their  needs  with  adults. 

In  conclusion,  the  problems  of  youth  in  Helena  are  not  unique  when  compared 
with  other  similar  surveys  done  statewide  and  nationally  (see  Appendix  D). 

Solutions  to  some  of  the  youth  needs  can  be  met  through  the  expansion 
of  existing  services.  Some  needs  can  be  met  by  expanded  capital  expenditures 
and,  therefore,  must  compete  with  need  of  other  groups  within  the  community. 
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other  needs  are  unique  'to  adolescents  such  as  not  having  say  in  how  schools 
are  run.  The  perceived  needs  concerning  participation  in  decisions  that  affect 
their  lives  are  persistent.  As  adolescents  approach  adulthood  the  desire  to  have 
a  more  dominant  role  in  these  decisions  is  reasonable.  This  problem  seems  to 
have  affected  ewery   generation  passing  through  adolescence  to  adulthood,  and  will 
continue  to  do  so.  Perhaps  there  is  no  single  or  permanent  solution.  However, 
it  is  a  challenge  to  our  adult  community  to  develop  and  have  the  flexibility  to 
assess  and  provide  for  the  changing  maturative  needs  of  youth. 

The  results  of  the  survey  in  Helena  point  out  that  our  youth  have  problems 
which,  to  them,  are  of  considerable  importance  in  their  lives.  This  survey  pro- 
duced massive  amounts  of  data.  What  has  been  reported  here  in  detail  are  the 
most  salient  findings.  Thus,  this  report  is  only  a  beginning.  Additional  in- 
formation relating  to  specific  problems  can  be  gleaned  from  the  data  available. 
The  comunity  might  wish  to  explore  selected  needs  areas  in  more  depth,  asking 
questions  designed  to  assist  in  the  development  of  policy  and  special  programs. 

Finally,  the  Youth  Development  Bureau  pledges  its  support  to  the  community 
in  its  efforts  to  better  serve  the  youth  of  Helena.

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SAMPLING  PROCEDURE 


A  probability  sample  of  youth  in  Grades  7-12  in  the  Public  School 
System  of  Helena,  Montana  (District  1)  was  selected  in  the  following 
manner: 

For  all  four  schools  (2  Junior  High  Schools  and  2  Senior  High  Schools), 
lists  of  classes  by  grade  were  constructed.  Classes  were  chosen  which 
would  include  a  student  once,  and  only  once.  In  this  case,  required 
English  classes  were  used.  Between  9-16  classes  were  then  selected 
from  each  school  with  probabilities  proportionate  to  size  (systematic 
selection  with  a  random  start). 

The  resulting  systematic  sample  is  equivalent  to  a  one  stage  stratified 
cluster  sample  (See  Kish,  L.,  Survey  Sampling,  New  York,  John  Wiley  and 
Sons,  1965.  pp.  193-195). 

The  sampling  error  (potential  differences  between  sample  percentages 
and  what  would  have  been  obtained  if  all  students  had  been  questioned) 
can  be  calculated  utilizing  the  formulas  for  paired  selection  of  unequal 
size  clusters  in  Kish  (1965),  page  195. 

A  rough  estimate  of  the  sampling  error  is  that  for  the  percent  YES  answers 
based  on  the  entire  sample,  the  true  population  value  will  be  somewhere 
between  +  4*^  of  the  obtained  percent.  Thus,  for  item  57  -  "Entertainment 
and  other  recreational  things  cost  too  much"  (reported  percent  61.8),  the 
percent  whic*^  would  have  been  obtained  had  every  student  in  the  population 
been  asked  this  question  is  somewhere  between  57.8%  and  65.8*  (.95  level 
of  confidence).  The  +  4%  sampling  error  is  a  conservative  estimate.
